CLASS: Yes. Fifty years ago Protestant- 
ism posed it as much as the Catholic 
Church, and no minister would assist at the 
remarriage of a divorced person. 


What is the rate of separations or di- 
vorces today? 


CLASS: It varies between rural areas 
and cities. In some cities there have been, 
in some years, as many divorces as mar- 
riages, but about one-third of all city mar- 
riages break up. 


May Cathelic husbands and wives sepa- 
rate provided they will not remarry? 


CLASS: They may, with the permission 
of the Bishop, when he regards the reason 


for separation as sufficient, such as habitual 
drunkenness on the part of the husband, 
or unfaithfulness on the part of either hus- 
band or wife, or fer excessive cruelty. When 
a 1 is granted in favor of the wife, 
for instance, she promises in writing that 
she will not be married during his lifetime. 

What is the best guarantee of a per- 
manent marriage? 


CLASS: It is the blessing of God and the 
religious devotion of parents. You have 
often heard the adage “the family which 
prays together stays together.” 


is there any other guarantee? 


CLASS: Yes. Parents who have several 
children usually “stay together.” They 


have a common interest in these children 
and if they are doing their full duty to 
God His blessing rests on such a family 
and keeps husband and wife together and 
happily. 


Is divorce as common in other countries 
as it is in the United States? 


CLASS: No. It is not. This country 
leads all other nations in the world in di- 
vorce, in crime, in the tolerance of vile 
literature. 


In some countries there exists no law 
which permits people to be divorced and 
then remarry, just as there is ond state in 
our union which does not permit remar- 
riage after divorce, namely, South Carolina.

broadly they should be televised: 
namely, public interest in the 


game. If this rule were followed, 
and it is followed in everything 
else communicated by television, 
our basic principle would be hon- 
ored. There would be more foot- 
ball on television, and, ultimately 
we believe, more interest and sup- 
port for both the teams and the 
schools they represent. 


“5. We believe that public inter- 
est generally folloWs the same pat 
tern that obtains regarding other 
events on television. The public 
interest is local, regional, and na- 
tional. If the four networks and 
local television stations would co- 
operate with obvious public inter- 
est as the season develops each 
Fall, it would be possible to have 
football telecasts of as many as 


fifty schools each Saturday, and“ 


hundreds each season. The game 
of the week might be telecasted 
nationally, many other games on 
a regional basis, and a larger num- 
ber of smaller games could be 
covered by local stations. With 
the differential in time, there could 
be a double feature Eastern and 
Western game of the week, and 
many successive series of regional 
games across the nation. Many high 
schools and some small colleges 
might prefer to telecast locally on 
Friday night. 

“6. We believe that this r rogram 
would meet with wide approval 
from the now long-suffering public 
who have generously supported the 
present growth of football. More 
general coverage of football games 


on television might, in the begin- 


ning, affect the attendance at some 
times, although we believe that 
this loss will eventually be offset 
by television revenue and by new 
fans developed through television. 
For many people, television will 


never be a substitute for the color 


and good fellowship associated 
with a football weekend on a col- 
lege campus.
